Quantity of milk 
isan unsafe guide, since quality and 
length of milking period are potent 
matters. 

Color of milk isnot a safe guide 
whereby to judge of “its content af fat. 


Yellow milk is not necemarily rich | Pld 


milk, neither is white milk necessarily 
poor milk. 

If one cow returns $15 profit, two 
cows do not necessarily give $30. Many 
people build up herds, however, as if 
the opposite were the case. ° 

It is important that cows in milk 
should have all the salt they want 
whenever they. want it. 

One sided rations do not produce as 
much butter as properly balanced ra- 
tions, neither do they produce butter of 
as fine quality. 

‘Trouble frequently arises in churning 
due to improper feeding. Other things 
being equal, a varied diet results in 
more and better butter than a narrow 
ration and is less likely to cause diffi- 
culties when churning the cream. We 
have tested buttermilk with as much as 
6 per cent of fat in it when we knew 
that ane cause was coarse pasture with 
many objectionable weed growths in it. 

‘The summer feeding, a mixture of the 
cereals and the legumes, gives more sat- 
infactory results than eitber separately, 
besides giving more produce per acre.

There Is nothing in the roice.or man- 
ner of the butcher to indicate to the ox 
that there is death ahead. The ox thinks 
he is going on toa rich pasture feld of 
clover where all day he will revel in the 
herbaceous luxuriance, but after awhile 
the men and the boys close in upon him | 
with sticks and stones and shouting, and 
rive him through bars and into a door- | 
way, where he i fastened, and with a 
weil aimed stroke the ax fells-him, and 
so the anticipation of the redolent 
| ture fleld is completely disappointed. So | 
| many’a young man has been driven on 

by temptation to what he thought would 
be parndisiscal enjoyment, but after 
awhile influences with darker hue and 
swarthier arm close in upon him, and he

san ox to the slaughter."” 

We are apt to blame young men for 
being destroyed when we ought to blame 
the influences that destroy them. Society 
slaughters a great many young men by 
the behest: “You must keep up appear- 
|ances. Whatever be your salary, you 
must dress as well as others, you must 
give wine and brandy to as many friends, 
you must smoke as costly cigars, you 
must give as expensive entertainments, 
and you must live in as fashionable a 
| boarding house; If you” haven't. the 
| money borrow. If you can't borrow, 
make a false entry or subtract here and 
there a bill from a bundle of bank bills, 
You will only have to make the decep- 
tion a little while. In a few months or in 
| @ year or two you enn make It all right. 

Nobody will be hurt by It, nobely will 
be the wiser. You yourself will not be 
damaged."" By that awful process a 
hundred thousand men have been slaugh- 
| tered for time and slaughtered for etern 


ity. 
Borrow Mo 

Suppose you borrow. There is nothing 
wrong about borrowing money. There is 
hardly a. man who has not sometimes 
borrowed money. Vast estates have. been 
| buile on a borrowed dollar. But_ there 
|are two kinds of borrowed. money: 
| Money borrowed for the purpose of start- 
ing or keeping up legitimate enterprises 
and expense and money borrowed to get 
| that which you ean do without. The 
first is right, the other Is wrong. If you 
have money enough of your own to buy 
] 8 cont, however plain, and then you bor 
| row money for a dandy’s outfit, you have 
taken the first revolution of the wheel 
down grade. Borrow for the necessities; 
that may be well. Borrow for the lux 
uries; that tips your prospects. over in 
the wrong direction. 

The Bible distinctly says the borrower 
is servant of the lender. It is a bad «tate 
of things when you hare to go down 
some other street to escape meeting some 
one whom you owe. If young men knew 
what fs the despotism of being in debt, 
more of them would keep out of it. What 
did debt de for Lord Bacon, with a mind 
towering above the centuries? It induced 
him to take bribes and convict himself 
as a criminal before all ages. What did 
debt do for Waltip Scott, broken hearted 
at Abbotsford? Kept bim writing until 
bis hand gave out in paralysis, to keep 
the sheriff away from his pletures and 
statuary. Better for him if he had mind- 
ed the mazim which he had chiseled 
over the fireplace at Abbotsford, “Waste 
Bot, Want not.'” 

The trouble is, my friends, that peo- 
ple do not understand the ethics of going 
in debt, and that if you purchase goods 
with no expectation of paying for them 
or go into debts which you cannot meet 
you steal just so much money. If I go 
Into'a grocer’s store and I buy sagars 
and coffees and meats with no capacity 
to pay for them and no intention of pay- 
ing for thet, Iam more dishonest than 
1f I go into the store, and, when the gro- 
cer’s face is turned the other way, I fill 
my pockets witn the articles of merchan- 
dise and carry off a ham. In the one case 
I take the merchant's timeand I take the 
thme of his. messenger to transfer the 
goods to my house, while in the other 
case I take none of the time of the mer- 
chant, ard I wait upon myself, and I 
transfer the goods without any trouble 
to him, In other words, a sneak thief is 
not so bad as a man who’ contracts debts 
he never expects to pay. 

Yet in all our cities there are families 
who move every May day to get into 
proximity to other grocers and meas 
shops and apothecaries. They owe every- 
body within half a mile of where they 
now live, and next May they will move 
into a distant part of the city, finding a 
new lot of victims. Meanwhile you, the 
honest family in the new house, are 
bothered day by day by the knocking at 
the door of disapoointed bakers and 
butchers and dry goods dealers and news- 
paper carriers, and you are asket where 
your predecessor ix. Youdo not know. 
It was arranged you should not know. 
Meanwhile your predecessor has gone to 
some distant part of the city, and the 
people who have anything to sell have 
sent their wagons and stopped there to 
solicit the ‘valuable’ custom of the new 
neighbor, and he, the new neighbor, with 
great complacency and an air of afflu- 
ence, orders the finest steaks and the 
highest priced sugars and the best of 
canned fruits and perhaps all the news- 
papers, And the debts will keep on ac- 
cumulating until he gets his goods on 
the 80th of next April in the furniture

chants fail in business. They are swin- 
‘dled into bankruptey by these wander- 
ing Arabs, these nomads of city life. 
They cheas the grocer out of the green 
apples which\make them sick, the phy-

All this makes me sollcitous in regard | 
to young men, and I want to make them | 
Dervous in regard to the contmetion of | 
unpayable debts. I give you a paragraph 
from my own experience. 

My first settlement as pastor was in n| 
village. My salary was $800 and a par- | 
sonage. The amount seemed enormous | 
to me. I sald to myself, What, all this 
for one year!" I was afraid of getting | 
worldly under so much prosperity. I re- | 
solved to invite all the congregation to 
my house In groups of 23 eqch. We be- 
gan, and as they were the best congrega- | 
tion In all the world and we felt nothing 
Was too good for them we piled all the | 
luxuries on the table. I never completed 
the undertaking. At the end of six | 
months I was in financial despair. I 
found that we not only had not the surplus 
of luxuries, but we had a struggle to get 
the necessities, and I learned what every 
young man learns, in time. to save him- 
self or too late, that you must measure 
the size of a man’s body before you’ begin 
to cut the cloth for his coat. | 

The Debtor's Woes. | 

When » young man willfully and of 
choice, having the comforts of life, goes 
into the contraction uf unpayable ‘debts, | 
he knows not into what he goes. The 
creditors get after the debtor, the pack 
of hounds in full cry, and, alas, for the 
reindeer! Thay jingle his doorbell before 
he gets up in the morning; they jingle 
bis doorbell after he has gone to bed at 
night. They meet him as he comes off 
his front steps, . They snd him a postal 
card or a letter in_curtest style, telling | 
him to pay up. They attach his goods. | 
‘They want cash or a note at 30 days or 
note on demand. They call bim a 
knave. They say he les, They want him | 
disciplined in the church. They want 
him turned out of the bank. They come 
at bim from this side and from that side 
and from before and from behind and 
from above and from beneath and he is 
insulted and gibbeted and sued and | 
dunned and sworn at until he gets the 
nervous dyspepsia, gets neuralgia, gets 
liver complaint, gets heart disease, gets 
convulsive disorder, gets consumption. 
Now he is dead, and you say, “Of course 
they will let him alone,” Oh, no. Now 
they are watchful to see whether there 
are any unnecessary expenses at the 
obsequies, to see whether there i+ any 
useless handle on the casket, to see | 
whether there is any surplus plait on the | 
shroud, t see whether the hearse is cost- | 
ly or'cheap, to see whether the flowers | 
sent to the casket have been bought by | 
the family or donated, to see in whose | 
name the deed to the grave is made out. 

‘Then they ranaack the bereft house- 
hold, the books, the pictures, the car- | 
pets, the chairs, the sofa, the piano, the | 
Mattresses, the pillow on which he died. | 
Cursed be debt! For the sake of your 


own happiness, for the sake of your good 
morals, for\the sake of your immortal 
soul, for God's sake, young man, as far 
as possible keep out of It. 

But I)think more young men arm 
slangh' through trreligion. Take 
away a young man’s religion and you 
make him the prey of evil. We all know 
that the Bible is the only perfect system 
of mornis. Now, if you want to destroy 
the young man's morals, take his Bible 
away. How will you do that? Well, you 
will caricature his reverence for the 
Scriptures, you will take all those inci- 
dents of the Bible which can be made | 
nrirth of—Jonah's whale, Samson's foes, 
Adam's rib—then you will caricature | 
eccentric Christians, or inconsistent | 
Christians, then you will pass off as your | 
own all those hackneyed arguments | 
against Christianity which are as old as | 
Tom Paine, as old as Voltaire, as old as | 
sin. Now, you have captured his Bible,

‘The crowds that throng 
about the cases in this room are com- 
Pred ‘of persons of curiously diverse 
characteristics, It is a cpnter of interest 
for scholars and Hterary people, and yet | 
seems as attractive to the least learned 
of the visitors, This is the room which 
contains the department of autographs 
and manuscripts, and treasures 
within It are perhaps the most humanly 
interesting in the whole museum. 

Here are all manner of writings by the 
hands of the world's greatest men of 
many ages and countries. There are per- 
sonal letters of kings and popes, queens, 
ministers and courtiers, whose names in 
history, in story, and in song seem not 
to stand for real men and women, but 
rather for legendary’ beings, and these 
letters reveal in some homely phrase or 
bit of simple sentiment a touch of human 
nature which seems to mate them more 
akin to those who curiously sean the 
documents to-day. Here oue may come, 
as it scems, to actual acquaintance with 
the most notable of the characters in 
Shakespearw’s historical dramas, and get 
a new reading, in the quaint original, 
of passages in his works. Here are char- 
ters and State papers that tell volumes 
of history in a few lines; letters of the 
great religious reformers, of statesmen, 
geperais, poets and composers. These 
autograph documents, many of them 
letters from husband to wife or lover to 
sweetheart, show famous personages in a 
very different light from that in which 
they are commonly seen in the pages of

SPIDER’S NIGHTCAP. 


& CURIOUS PROOUCT OF INSECT L& 


“What in the world does the Fiji Island 
ef do with such » large nightcap?” wase 
remark I overheard in the British museum 
in London. As scon as the speaker movet 
on J stepped forward to the ginas case Int: 
which he bad been looking, and there 
Jure enough, was = nightenp which for 
size might easily excite an exclamation ot 
surprise from the most expectantly curious 
for it was nearly four feet long. 

What was more interesting to me, how 
ever, was the fact that this very curiour 
nightcap had been woven by spiders, anc 
naturally I began to wonder how thes 
bright little creatures bad gone to work & 
weave it. That they had had any inten 
tion of making such an odd shaped object 
was too absurd to believe for a moment 
but that this nighteap was composed ot 
spider silk was apparent from its beautifa. 
Nght gomamer texture. 

T sought on explanation for {t from one 
of the professors connected with the mu 
seum, who, while giving me the informa 
tion T wanted, took the nightcap out ot 
the ease and handed It to me so that J 
could examine tt closely. What first tm 
Presecd me was the almost total alttenct 
of weight, for it hadn't any to speak of. 
Again, I wns surprised at the thickness of 


| the material, for whereas tm the case tt 


looked as though it had but very little 
body, now that I held it in my hands} 
saw that it was nearly an Inch thiek. 

While gazing with admiration at the 
spiders’ wondrous handiwork I learnec 
from the professor how it was made. Ii 
appears that when the Fiji islander wantr 
one of these nighteaps he makes a light 
framework of sticks and places it ins 
very dark corner where be knows there a8 
plenty of spiders. This ts actually all that 
the native does towanl making bis night 
cap and leaves the rest to the spiders, be 
ing quite sure that through their indus 
trious efforts the spinning will be done for 
him. The tropical spiders are much more 
lavish of their beautiful silk than ou 
northern species, so that when the native’ 
rude framework ts placed in their midst 
they at onee set to work to cover up thr 
sticks with silk of lightest gold, nor dc 
they cease working until the framework ft 
completely hidden. Not even then do they 
stop if there are #till other places in whict 
to spin their webs. To spin is thelr nat 
ural industry, and no matter what comet 
tn their wny they work it over in silk a 
they do the native's framework. 

How long it takes the spiders to mak: 
one of these nightesps the professor, couk 
not tell me, neither could be tell me just 
how the framework was made, althougt 
be thought It probably consisted of thre 
light sticka. We turned the cap almos 
toside out In an endeavor to find some par 
of the framework, but not a particla war 
to be seen. In color tt was of a rather 
dirty white, but Ithink this was due to tt 
many travels, Like the speaker who fire 
attracted my attention to this nightcap, 
wondered what the Fiji islander did witt 
is. However, the profesor had no infor 
mation to give on this point. 

Very little ty known about this cap be 
yond the fact that it was nade by spiders 
and that {t was presented to the museum 
by that well known traveler and writer 
Mise Gordon Cumming. 

To find a means of using spider silk for 
manufacturing purposes bas long been 
object of Interest to many scientific men 
‘The almost innumerable difficulties they 
have met with, however, have so far provec 
insurmountable. In the first place, it war 
found impossible to procure enough nat 
ural Insect food to fred the vast multitude 
of spiders which would be required to fur 
nish the silk. Eventually this barrier war 
overcome and in chopped worms was founc 
adiet which spiders thrived upon. The 
natural combativeness of the mezhbers a: 
the spider family is another serious diffi 
culty, for they cannot be trusted near one 
another without Sighting. Numerous ex 
periments that hare been made tm trying 
large numbers of spiders together 
have resulted in continual warfare among 
these mvage little creatures; in whic? 
great numbers were slain and eaten by the 
stronger members of the community. 

‘A great deal of ingenuity has been ex 
hibited by scientists in thelr efforts to dis 
cover # method of getting the silk directly 
from the living spidvr and not from tbe 
cocoons. As far back gs 1762 the Abt 
Raymond de. Termeyer labored indus 
triously tn. this direction and to a certalr 
extent met with considerable success. He 
invented an odd looking contrivance 
which held the spider family in place on t 
little stand. In appearance it reminds om 
of the old stocks of Puritan days, for the 
spider's bead and legs protruced througt 
one side, giving It the appenrance of a di 
minutive culprit undergoing severe punish 
ment for some offense. 

The spider was placed in this position 
which did not hurt it in.the least, #0 tha! 
its legs conld not interfere with the threa¢ 
while it was being drawn away from th 
body. Just back of the sp! the abbr 
placed a little rrelon which to rrel the 
silk. The moat ingeniovs conecption of the 
whole iden occurred when the abbe wishet 
to begin reeling. The spidcr was securely 
fixed in the stocks, as it were, but a wa} 
bad to be theughs out as to how to Induct 
the spider to spin out Its thread? The abla 
bit upon an iden as simple as {t was in 
genious. It consisted merely of giving the 
captive spider a fly, which the ereatun 
quickly seized with Its fect and jaws. 

As tho spider in its natural haunts wai 
‘wed to immediately open its spinnereti 
and throw out threads just as soon as i 
captured an insect, so now, on being fed 
fy, the spider unconsciously threw ca! 
thrends as if to swathe the fy. ‘The end: 
of these threads were then quickly fastenet 
to the reel by the quick witted abbe. ‘Thir 
was then slowly turned and )the sill 
wound off as with the silkworm's cocoon
